KADAR said that the economic circum- 
stances of the nation demand more productive work ln the 
future. The goal for 1958 ls to raise industrial productlon 
by six per cent and to decrease expenditures by three per 
cent.

The scientist stated that the 
American artificial raoon will not take a course over the 
Soviet Union. Its radio Signals, however, may be received 
in the Southern part of the Soviet union. Two leading 
American scientists in Boulder, Colorado, reported that 
they do not count on receiving as rauch Information from 
the American Explorer as the Russians are getting from 
the Sputnik. One of the radios of the Explorer has already 
failed. Its reports thus far are top secret. Moscow 
continues to Show Interest in the first American artificial 
raoon. As is well known, the Academy of Sciences of the 
Soviet Union sent congratulatory messages to the American 
scientists on the occasion of the successful launching of 
the artificial moon. In scientific circles, it is belng 
pointed out that the Soviet Union 1 b preparing to launch 
even a larger artificial moon and their experiments are 
rauch further ahead.
